Dl (see column 9, line 44 to column 10, line 26) 
discloses a glass substrate with at least one 
functional layer which is interrupted by at least 
one intermediate layer of 1-2 nm in order to 
influence morphology . 

Dl (column 8, line 43 to column 9, line 43, and 
column 14, line 2 6 to column 15, line 4) further 
discloses influencing the morphology of the 
functional layer during the coating process. 

Dl, claims 1-5, describes such influencing and the 
associated increase in reflectance. 

Therefore, the present application does not meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 33 (1) because the 
subject matter of claims 1-6, 10 and 16-22 is not 
Form PCT/IPE A/409 (Box V) (January 1 994) 
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novel within the meaning of PCT Article 33(2). 

D2 (column 2, lines 13-49, and example 4) . describes 
the column structure in magnetron- sputtered Cr 
coatings. However, interruption of said column 
structure is not disclosed in the prior art. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 7 of 
the present application therefore involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Claims 8, 9 and 11-15 are dependent on claim 7 and 
therefore likewise meet the PCT requirements for 
novelty and inventive step. 
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
